Paris Has the Riissoraania and Will 
Ke-Naine Streets la Mus- 
covite. 



London, Sept. 4.— Public opinion still 
centres in the dual alliance, although it 
has been interrupted by the shoulingaof 
Emperor William of Germany. Eng- 
land remains apathetic in spite of the 
fact that the centre of gravity in Euro 
pean aSaira has been shifted to St 
Petersburg. Oommenting upon the 
political 'sitnation, the Spectator re- 
marks: "The closer we look into the 
details of the arraugemeuts binding 
Europe the clearer it becomes that uo 
one of the various powers can 
move without Russia. In some way 
or otlier every power except Ktisaia 
is bound either by expressed agreeiueiita 
or by interests not to alter the status. 
Queen Victoria and theMarciuis of Salis- 
bury though fully aware of the French 
jealously of England, place great reliance 
upon the clear cut, Eugliah-toncling in- 
lluenco of the Czarina over the C/.ar and 
believe the alliance really makes for 
peace. Germany finds solace in that 
bitter changriii of Emperor Willinin's 
remark at St. Petersburg, ' according to 
my conviction, we skimmed the cream.' " 

Prince Bismarck, too, is softening 
German susceptibilities in explaining 
the weakness of the meaning of the 
words employed by the Ozar in France, 
particularly in Paris. The delirium con- 
tinues. Russian names are given to 
every possible article of fashion and 
luxury. The streets, still gay with Rus- 
sian colors, will be rebaptized. ^\'her- 
ever men see pictures of the Czar they 
"ift their hats, and the statue of 
Strasburg, on the Place de la Concorde, 
is gayly decorated with floral wreaths 
in response to the almost universal 
conviction that Russia means to compel 
Strasburu's restoration. Though the 
French manufacturers are already dis- 
appointed with not obtaining immense 
Ivussiau contracts, Russia certainly in- 
tends to do much to gratify French 
ambition. The first step announced is 
the eatablishment of a Euasian legation 
at Tangier to support French views in 
Africa and France feels for the first time 
since 1871 that she is strong enough to 
have her own way. 

ilOKE CANADIAN GOLD. 

Mikado Mine, R.it Portnue, Turns Out Yel- 
low Bricks. 

Rat PouTAGt-:, Sept. -1. — (Special)— 
The Imperial bank here this morning 
was the scene of considerable excite- 
ment. Many citizens were present 
while Tlieo. Breidenback, manager of 
the Jlikado mine, weighed some gold 
bricks just brought from the mine. 
They turned the scales ati'-U) ounces and 
are valued at .iilT.tlS'i. This represents a 
sixteen days' run with a twenty stamp 
mill. Kighty-nine per cent, of tlie assay 
value of the ore is saved by the free mill- 
ing process. 

THEY CARRIED DYNAMITE. 

And Now There is Not Much to Recognize 
Them By. 

MoNotiAiiELA. Pa., Sept. -I. — By an ex- 
plosion of nitro glycerine early this 
morning two men and a horse were kill- 
ed and a buggy completely demolished 
and the bridge across the Monogahela 
river so badly damaged that it will have 
to l)u iibaiuloned until repaired. Win- 
dows in tlie vicinity were broken, and 
the residents for a mile were awakened 
l)y the concussion. One of_ the men is 
lielieved to be Charles K. liankin, 
formerly superintendent of the Watson 
Mining Co. It is stipposed that the men 
had the glycerine in the buggy and that 
a sudden jar caused the explosion.

London, Sept. IS. — .\ desjiatch to the 
Times from CoiiHtanlinoplo says the 
Sultan is impatient to reopen the Cretan 
question, hoping thereby to checkmate 
the European concert, i'he palace cotin- 
cils are cunningly preparing the cam- 
paign, tbough no oUicial action has been 
taken.

Emperor William Is ReYle-wing' His 
Army aud French Autnmn 
Manoiuvres Beffia. 



London, Sept. Between the inter- 
vals of the universal shouting for peace, 
the heads of the various nations have 
been busy perfecting the efl'ectiveneas of 
their armies by the autumn manteuvres. 
Jimperor William paraded an army 
corps at Coblentz, Wursburg and Nu- 
remburg upon the occasion of his visits 
to those cities, and to-day at Hamburg 
His Majesty paraded four army corps 
before himself, the iMnpi-ess, the King 
and t^ueen of Italy, the Iving of Sax- 
ony, the King of Wurfomburg, the 
Prince Regent of Bavaria, the Grand 
i.)uke Nicholas of Russia, the Duke aud 
Duchess of Connaught, the Dtike of 
bridge, Prince and Princess Henry of 
Prussia and many other nota- 
bles. The army manceuvres pro- 
per do not begin until Monday 
next, when 1-13 battalions of infantry, 
115 squadrons of cavalry, 111 batteries 
of artillery, 21 technical companies and 
three companies of military aeronauts 
will be divided into two armies of Prus- 
sians and Bavarians. The Germans 
have actually mobilized a larger force 
than they had on the French border in 
1870, within ten days of the declaration 
of war, and the troops are in the very 
positions they would occupy if actually 
mobilized for war to-day. 

Though army manoeuvres on a grand 
scale are occurring in the Crimea, the 
Czar, at the Warsaw njanoeuvres will 
witness the operations of -1,600 ofiicers 
and 122,000 men, or 170 battalions of in- 
fantry, 172 squadrons cavalry antl C-i-1 
guns. The manoeuvres will bo particu- 
larly directed towards solving the diffi- 
culty of supplying the troops with hot 
food on the field, and improving the bi- 
cycle, ])ostal, telegraph and ambulance 
service. 

The French army manoeuvres, which 
will be held in the north of France, will 
bring two army corps to-getber. 

The Brithh army manoeuvres, which 
finished to-day near Arundel and which 
fnrnish instructions to 20,000 men, have 
not called forth any particular comment 
from the military critics, except through 
complaints of the presence of too many 
toys in the ranks and the remark that 
the continental armies outclassed the 
British in organization. 



SHIPPED THE EX-PRESIDENT. 

How a Republic Gets Rid of Its Former 
Dictator. 

San FitANcisco, Sept. 2.— The steam- 
hip Acapulco, which bas arrived from 
Panama, brought an inkling of another 

political earthquake in Guatemala. 
When the vessel reached Acajutia it was 
met by a telegram from President Bar- 
rios and held until 11 o'clock at night, 
when a special train arrived with Gen. 
Vasquez, ex-President of Honduras, un- 
der guard. It was ascertained that Vas- 
quez, who had taken refuge in San Jose 
(le < 1 uatemala after his expiiLsion from 
Honduras, had been ordered deported 
by Barrios. Tlie refugee was put on 
board the steamer and landed at Aca- 
pulco. It wa.s said lie was detec'ed in 
fomenting a revolution against Barrios. 

BOTH DROWSED. 

Unfortunate Ending to a Vacation FleasurQ 
Trip.

Piank of New York, and his wife were 
drowned to-day in tho Chain Lake, near 
Paul .Smith's, in the .-Vdirondack ujoun- 
tain.s. Mr. and Mrs. I'arker hud gone 
out in a row lioat. Tliia afternoon the 
boat was found lloating on the lake bot- 
tom side up. The bodies have not yet 
been found.

Ottawa, Sept. 1.- (Special) — Carlos 
Wurlielii id liere to-day on biiaiiiesa witli 
the uuBtoins deixvrtiueiit, in l elereiice to 
the impoilalion of railway uupplies for 
the constiuction of Ueinze'e road. Tiie 
feeling is that the government should lose 
no time in imposing export duties on 
ores B0 that emelting can bo done iu 
Canada. 

CoUeutors. have been \Yi\rnc<l that a 
Michigan lirm baa been shipping lioes, 
forlcB, raiieB, etc., made by prison labor 
into Canada, All such prison made 
articles are prohibited under the tariU'of 
last sesBion. 

Lieutenant Taylor, British Columbia 
artillery, was to-day married to Mies 
Jenkins, a daughter of the former rector 
of Three Kivers. His old confreres of 
the Ottawa press extended warm con- 
gratulations to him. 

Nearly oUU members of the liritieh As- 
Bocialioii, including several Auiericatie, 
visited Ottawa to-day. They were aliowu 
the sights of tlie city by mom hers of the 
local branch aesociatiou aud were 
lunched at the Kussell. 

Professor liobertson left Grimsby to- 
night to arrange for the first shipment of 
fine fruits in cold storage to England. 

A circular issued by the collector of 
customs to-day authorizes the extension 
of the preferential clause of the tarifT to 
all nations having treaties with Great 
Britain with the most favored nation 
clause. The circular adds that goods of 
any of these countries when imported 
from any of the said countrlea shall be 
entitled to the reduction. Goods of one 
country may therefore be placed in bond 
iu another country aud afterwards ex- 
ported to Canada and still get the reduc- 
tion. This does not apply to the United 
States. 



WILLIAM'S TALK. 

German Press Cannot Accept the High 
Valuation He Places on Himself. 

Berlin', Sept. 4. — The Emperor Wil- 
liam's Coblentz rodomontade has been 
received with derision. The Emperor's 
speech is generally interpreted as mean- 
ing that Ilia Majesty is determined not 
to yield to the wishes of par- 
liament and the newspapers, thougli 
liardly daring to say so openly, clearly 
intimate that the Emperor's idea of liis 
mission does not agree with his constitu- 
tional position. While Ilia Majesty may 
be responsible to nobody but t-iod, it is 
lidded, the responsibility foi' the Km- 
peror resta upon the ministers whose 
work the nation intends to control, no 
matter how omnipotent or omniscient 
Ills Majesty proclaims himeelf. The 
thoughtful and liberal - minded 
in Germany feel much nbaslied, 
and naturally the Conservative 
and the whole of the reactionary prees 
are loudly acclaiming the speech. The 
Liberal , newspapers are hoisting the 
danger signal. The Vorwaerts on ThurB- 
day drew a parallel between the Kmper- 
ora of the Byzantine p»*riod and " other 
half mad autocrats," saying; "The 
Emperor evidently contemplates, for the 
good of the fatherland to reign 
hereafter m violation of the 
people's constitutional rights. Even 
BO loyal and moderate papers as the 
National Zeitnng guardedly but de- 
cideiily takes tiie Km peror to task, re- 
minciinu' bini that under the conatitu- 
tion his own duties and preogativea and 
those of the caliinel and the reichstag 
are bounded Ijy certain limits, which no 
one can transgresa with impunity," 
adding; "ilia latest speech is unwel- 
come confirmation of the rumors which 
have been current fora month regarding 
the Emperor's intentions,"

The British General's' Forces^ Will Soon 
Punlsli tbe Tribesmen. 

SiML.v, Sept 4. — The native rulers in 
all parts of India, have ofl'ered the aer- 
vicea of their troops againat the frontier 
tribes, and the Viceroy, the Earl of El- 
gin, haa accepted theeerviceaof four bat- 
talions of iiifantrj' and two companies of 
liappers from the Punjab rulers, and will 
alao accept the use of the trans- 
port trains «Irora the Mnliaraiaha 
ofGwaliorand Jaijiur, whicli did good 
Bervice during the Uhitral campaign. 
The government has also sent its thanks 
to those rulers whose unanimoua aid is 
regarded as being emphatic testimony of 
their loyalty. Gen. Blood's column, 
eent to chastise the Mohammedans, ia 
now five days' march from tbo 
prospective Bcene of oi)erationa. It 
la intended to raze tlio rebellious 
foria and vilhif^ea.

OUR VISITORS 



N'ictoria has the honor of entertainiuK 
a number of the members of the British 
Association lor the Advancement of 
Suience, an organization wbicb occupies 
a foremost place in the progress of the 
age. It is too much to expect that all 
of these distinguished gentlemen have 
found time to make a study of British 
Columbia, its advantages, its possibili- 
ties and its scientilic interest. Those of 
us who have lived years in tbe province 
are .scarcely able to appreciate these 
things fully: and to tbe majority of 
strangers British Columbia is little 
more than a name. Regular readers of 
the CoLoxisT will pardon ue, therefore, 
if wo take this opportunity of saying 
some thingB to our visitors which to 
others may seem somewhat tritts. 

It baa been said that America is only 
another name for Opportunity, and ol 
no part of tbe continent is this more 
true than of this province, which looks 
out from its mountain tops upon the 
greateet of the oceans, acrosa whose 
waters lie |liel(ia for energy and enter- 
prise greater than any tliat have been 
exploited in modern times. Xature has 
fitted British Columbia to be tbe 
stepping stone, from which the world- 
conijucring race of Anglo-.Saxons shall 
stride forward to the conciuest of Asia. 
Its development has come late, but it 
has come in time to be ready to be 
utilized in the next advance of Caucasian 
civilization. Its resources, hitherto un- 
dreamed of, will all be needed in the 
titanic struggle now imminent between 
the Occident and the Orient. 

British Columbia, we may mention, 
baa an area, which may be stated in 
round numbers at ri'.IO.OOD si|unre miles, 
tiiatiaitis upwards of tlireo times as 
large ag the United Kingdom. Its re- 
sources are varied and extensive; its 
geographical jjosilion commanding; its 
climate highly favorable to industrial 
pursuits. There are no greater forests 
of timber suitable for building purposes 
than thoseof 15ritish Cohimbia, if we ex- 
cept thegreat Siberian forest belt, which 
is not likely to bo available to commerce 
for some time to come, owing to the 
fact that the rivers draining it flow into 
the Arctic ocean. The deep sea and river 
fisheries of the Province are unsur- 
passed. Its mineral wealth, includ- 
ing gold, silver, copper, iron 
and coal is widely diiruaed, so much so 
that no one can say of any section of the 
I>rovince (hat witliin it there may not be 
opened paying deposits of economic min- 
erals. Its area of pasture land is very 
great; and it contains many millions of 
acres of very fine farming land. Indeed 
the province is one of imperial possibili- 
ties, if we have regard only to the do- 
volopment of its resources ; and its 
potentiality, in a commercial sense, is 
equally noteworthy. 

As yet British Columbia is an almost 
uneKplored field from the Rtandpoiut of 
science. Superficial observation sug- 
gosta that geologists would find some 
tliings hero very well wortiiy of investi- 
gttlun, and 



field hand in hand. The mass 
of legendary lore preserved by 
tbe Indians of the Northwest Const is 
remarkable. Some attempts have been 
made to collate it. The SmithBonian In- 
stitution baa done some work in this 
direction, but very much more has been 
done by individuals, whose work is yet 
in manuscript form. A gentleman 
named Morse, who lives in the State of 
Washington, has a collection of hun- 
dreds of legends that have never been 
printed. A feature of most of the legends 
is that they nearly all relate to a great 
cataatrophe; they seem, in fact, to be 
descriptions of some terrible convulsion 
of nature, which completely altered the 
condition of the people and was tbe fore- 
runner of a ))eriod of prolonged cold. 
Tlio legend of Snocjualm, for example, 
tells of the time when the sun, moon 
and stars were lost, and the great 
winter enwrapped the world, and 
how, Sbiow, son of the Supreme God, re- 
stored the warmth and light to mankind 
and saused vegetation to grow again. 
There is the legend of the Klickitat In- 
diana which tells of the tiuie the moun- 
tains were thrown up from the earth and 
all the fish in the rivera were poisoned 
by the ashes carried by the waters. 
There is the Olayoquot legend of the 
time when the Great Spirit was angry 
at all created things and killed with lire 
and frost nearly every living creature; 
the Bella Coola legend of the bird with 
the eye of lire that eat upon the moun- 
tains and burned up all mankind save 
one, which event took place before the 
great winter came. There are legends 
of other kinds. The Skagits tell that 
their ancestors were made from the sea 
weed, that is that they were found 
one morning on the beach, where the 
night before there had been heaps of sea- 
weed which had disappeared ; the Hai- 
das claim that their ancestors came up 
out of the ocean. There are tribes in 
Alaska that say their ancestors cameout 
of the furthest North; others say that 
theirs came from beyond the Sunrise. 
And so it goes. There is an unexplored 
mine of letrend here, and, speaking of 
course merely from superficial investiga- 
tion, thegreat majority of the legends 
appear to relate to the geological era, 
which we c.ill the Ice Age, although 
some of them apparently antedate it. 

Whether we look at British Columbia 
from the standpoint of the practical 
business man, or from that of the invea- 
tigator into the secrets of nature, past 
aud present, it possesses great interest. 
The development of our mines is secur- 
ing attention to our material possibili- 
ties. We all hope that the visit of the 
British Aseoeiation may lend to the 
fuller examination at an early of those 
features of our province, which are pecu- 
liarly within the domain of science. 
Speaking particularly of the legends, 
it may be worth while adding that if 
these are collated now they can be 
got in a much more perfect form than at 
a future date. Reasons, which need not 
here be specified, can easily be given 
for this; but they will readily su^geHt 
themselvea when we say that many of 
the tribes yet remain almost in a primi- 
tive condition and there are yet living 
men whose intercourse with them has 
been of the most intimate kind. The 
conditions whiijh rendered it possible for 
white people to learn the secret thoughts 
and beliefs of the Indians are fast pass- 
ing away. 



LIABILITY OF CORPORATIONS. 

In tlie Victoria Times of September L', 
piige -1, column I, and ijoginning at the 
Attorney-General " (we are i)iirticular to 
designate exactly where the statement is 
to be found because certain of our con- 
temporaries have a trick of denying their 
own language), occurs tiie following, al- 
leged to be a dictum of the Colonist: 
" There can bo no liability on the part 
of a comi)niiy or a corporation for loea of 
life or property or any other injury sua- 
tained through the negligence of a com- 
pany's servants." Since December 11, 
1858, when the first issue of the Colonist 
appeared, there has never been 
in tbia paper any statement of 
o|)inion that by any possible con- 
struction of language ran be jiuide to 
mean what is above (pioted, or anything 
resembling it. . The only language used 
by the Colonist warranting the state- 
ment that it ever expressed any opinion 
as to the liability of corporations for the 
acts of their servants will be found in the 
issue of Se])teuiber lat, page -1, second 
column, where, referring to two cases 
where death resulted from accident on 
the Canadian Pacific, the opinion is ex- 
pressed that no jury would find the Can- 
adian Pacific directors or chief olBcers 
guilty of malice in the cases in question. 
In the same paragraph there is a distinct 
statement that the liability of corpora- 
tions to indiclinent exists, and, in fact, 
the whole reference to the subject wna to 
show that while corporations are sub- 
ject to precisely the same treatment in 
tbe courts as private individuals, tbe 
chief Grown ofllcer must exercise his dis- 
cretion as to whea a prosecution ought 
to bo instituted. On a former occasion 
the Coi.oNiHT referred to the samociues- 
tion, and was careful then to Eay]that the 
ditliculty in prosecuting auch indict- 
ments was to make out a case for a jurj'. 
We do not remember ever to have heard 
it sugeested in Canada that corporations 
are not liable in the same manner as 
private individuals for every illegal act. 
The Colonist has never so much as re- 
ferred, that is within a year or so, to tlie 
t may be that ethnology I liability of corporations for loss of prop- 



suiting in death. There has been no oc- 
casion to discuss such questions, except 
in connection with the Point Ellice disas- 
ter, aud that matter having been in 
court, we have deemed it proper to 
avoid discussion of the legal questions 
involved. 



TEE PUBLIC LANDS. 

The Rossland Record makes the start- 
ling statement that the provincial gov- 
ernment has given nearly all the valu- 
able lands to railroads. It is possible 
that the Record believes this. It may be 
that it only gives a now illustration of 
the carelessness which characterizes the 
assertions of the opponents of tbe gov- 
ernment. We may state the facts briefly 
as they are. Because the Nelson & Fort 
Sheppard Company have a land grant 
which they have earned, and the Col- 
umbia <fc Western has one that it may 
earn, our contemporary jumps at the 
conclusion that most of the province has 
been given away. The area of British 
Columbia is close to 250,000,000 acres. 
Of this vast area wo venture to say that 
nearly 2:25,000,01)0 yet remain the 
property of the Crown, aud that after 
every railway subsidy contemplated by 
existing legislation has been provided for 
there will remain at least 200,000,000 
acres of land yet to be taken up, all of 
which will average in value quite as high 
as tbe land that has been alienated to 
private individuals or railways, or is 
likely to be alienated to railway com- 
panies under any existing subsidies. 
Wo are, indeed, ol the opinion that the 
portion of tlie province wkich is as yet 
untouched by any of the subsidy acts, 
except that in aid of the Canada West- 
ern Central, popularly called the British 
Pacilic, is more valuable from the stand- 
point of the actual settler than those 
portions in which railway subsidies have 
been granted. The Record ought to bo 
more careful in making aesertious as to 
what the government of the province 
has done. 



We find in the Kootenaiau tlie Ktate- 
ment that the Colonist is still Ijooming 
Klondyko in the hope that a few grub 
stakes will be sold here, and this is con 
trasted with the cold neglect which this 
paper is alleged always to have given 
Kootenay. The neglect of Kootenay on 
our part is attributed by the Kootenaian 
to political reasons. The Colonist may 
inform llie Kootenaian that long before 
Uieru was such a jiaper aa the latter in 
existence, and while the people who 
control the Kootenaian were in as dense 
ignorance of everything relating to Brit- 
ish Columbia aa they now are of the 
rudimentary principles of common de- 
cency, the Colonist had advertised 
Kootenay to the world, and worked for 
its advancement; and that even ainco 
the Kootenaian was established the 
Colonist has done more, that is, has de- 
voted more columns of space to the ad- 
vancement of the interests of Kootenay 
than the Kootenaian has to any or all 
subjects calling for editorial treatment.

We will make a sad 
bungle of it if we try to discover Him in 
history. Can Ho be found at all 7 In 
all this Universe, which stretches further 
than the arrows of light have ever pene- 
trateii, has He any abiding place? Jlust 
not the honest answer be that in the 
I'liiversi! of matter there is no |)lace 
for Him? Would it not be well 
if the churches would recogni.ise this aud 
seek'to lead the world to an appreciation 
of the great truth that " God is a spirit " 
and can only be discerned spiritually? 
Herein, it seems to us, consists the 
superiority of Christiiinity over all other 
religious systems. There are systeniH of 
ethics ([uite as pure as those whicl 
Christianity inculcates, but in none of 
them is the idea of a spiritual God of 
love brought out. Is not this 
the true nature of the Gospel of Jeaus 
Christ? We have seen how in other 
systoma ( iod, the Creator, is to ho found ; 
but in none of them is there held out to 
mankind a Deity who is capable of sav- 
ing man from the consequences of his 
errors, and whose relation towards His 
creatures is that of a loving Father. 

If this great thought were kept more 
prominent than it is in religious teach- 
ing, the world would be the better; be- 
cause this is the one thing for which 
humtinity is longing. Of creed-building 
there has been more than enough ; of 
sacerdotalism there has been a surfeit: 
but of salvation there has been scarcely 
a tithe of what is needed — not of salva- 
tion from indefinite sufTering here- 
after, hut from real and ac- 
tual sufleriiig to-day. lieneath the 
civilization, that has been so laboriously 
built up in more than eighteen cen- 
turies, there are depths that are black 
with snffering and despair. The air 
would be vocal with cries for deliverance 
if the submerged millions did not be- 
lieve they would be in vain. 

What the world needs to-day ia a re- 
vival of Chriotianity.

The Alaskan gives what it calls the 
new route to tbe Klondyke and cites as 
authority for it Captain Greenleaf, of the 
schooner Aggie, which took Prince Luigi 
and his party North when they went to 
scale Mount St. Elias. The route is 
stated ns follows: From Disenchant- 
ment Bay to White Biver, 76 miles; 
White river to Stewart Eiver 40 miles; 
Stewart River to Klondyke 185. We 
hardly see how this can be true. Disen- 
chantment Bay ia in latitude 00 dog. 
north. Fort Reliance at the mouth of 
the Klondyko ia in latitude 04 deg, 
north. Four degrees of latitude are 
nearly 280 miles and if we make the 
usual allowance of 10 percent, for devia- 
tions from a straight course, we have up- 
wards of 300 miles to tbe mouth of the 
Klondyke. While it ia very likely that 
a feasible road may bo found over the 
route suggested, it must be longer 
than Captain Greenleaf thinks, if he is 
correctly reported. 



Wi; must remind the AVellington En- 
terprise that it is mistaken about the 
facts in regard to the taxes on the Vic- 
toria Lumber Company. There is no 
issue between the Enterprise and the 
Colonist as to the question of the Com- 
pany having on one occasion obtained a 
judgment relieving it from taxes.

Wellington Fanners Exhibit the Produce of 
Their Farms and Compare Notes. 

Wici.i.i.vGTON, Sept. -1.— (.Special) — The 
third annual fall exhibition of the 'Wel- 
lington Horticultural .•\gricultnral and 
Industrial Society was held to-day. The 
arrangements were excellent and the 
entries numbered 100 more than last 
year but unfortunately owing to the 
heavy rain the day was not a pleasant 
one for a show and the f.u niere deterred 
by the weather did nut bring in all the 
promised exhibits.

LUETGERT MUEDER TRIAL. 

The Rings Found in the Vat Put In as Ex- 
hibits. 

Ciii( A(;(), .^ppt, 4. — Curiosity Beckers 
who attempted to pain admission to-day 
to Judge Tuthill's court, where the Luet- 
gert murder trial is being held, found 
themselves intercepted at the main en- 
trance to the criminal court building on 
Michigan street. Hundreds were turned 
away and the crowd in the courtroom 
was kept within bounds successfully. 
When the trial was resumed additional 
witnesses appeared to identity the rings 
found in the vat. Luetgert consulted 
frequently with his counsel and atone 
time rose up in hia place aaU carefully 
examined the ring with the initials on 
the inside, whicli, according to the 
witnesses for the state, was Mrs. Luet- 
gert's wedding ring. Misj MuuUtr, a 
niece of Mra. Luetgert, was the first wit- 
ness. She said tho rings were the ones 
which Mrs. ].,nutgert wore habitually. 
Mrs. Christana Puree said that a picnic 
a year ago, which Mrs. Luetgort attend- 
ed, the wedding ring wag the subject of 
a conversation in which it was rcnarked 
that Mrs. Luetgert wore no other 
jewelry except her wedding ring. On 
cross-e.xamination the witness said she 
had never seen the wedding ring off 
Mra. Luetgert'fl hand and knew nothing 
of the initials ia it, but identified it from 
its size and general appearance.

The steamer Queen arrived in port 
yesterday afternoon about half-past 
three and left again for Seattle shortly 
before six. Her passenger list consisted 
of about seventy all told, most of whom 
aio excursionists who have made the 
round trip. There were also about a 
dozen men who having made tho at- 
tempt to get into the Klondyke by the 
Dyea or Skagway trails, have abandoned 
the enterprise in disgust, and these men 
all confirm the reports 'brought down by 
the Islander and Danube as to the state 
of tho trails. 

Amongst them were two who went 
up from Seattle last month, and who 
had made their way as far aa Lake Ben- 
nett before commencing their return 
journey. They say that the Dyea trail, 
which was reported a few days ago to be 
in much better condition than the Skag- 
way route, has now been rendered al- 
most as bad as the latter owing to so 
many having gone to Dyea after aban- 
doning the Skagway trail. At Lake 
Bennett they left about eight or ten [jar- 
ties encamped, some of whom had been 
a month accomplishing tliat (iistance. 
An old-timer, who had spent many 
years in tho lakes country, is reported 
as si'.ying that no one who attempts the 
trij) down Lake Bennett after the tenth 
of this month has the least (diance of 
getting through, as the prevailing winds, 
which until that date are southerly, 
change about then and for weeks a 
northerly wind, agaiaet which boats can 
make no progress, prevails. 

The Skagway trail had been closed for 
three days when the Queen leit, men 
with loailed rifles being statioaed along 
the road to keep back those who ofTered 
to lio thronirh. mpapiires which were ren- 
dered necessary in order to allow the 
«ork which is being done to proceed 
without interruption, and also by the 
fact that Porcupine Kidgo had been un- 
dermined with dynainite. 

The Xew York World representative 
hr(iui;ht up from .luneau two tons of dy- 
namite, it is said, and the ])oint at 
which the blasting ia to be done is where 
the ridge lias to be (^limbed at an angle 
of aljoul if) deizrees and deacendeii on liiu 
other side on a similar gradient. The 
[)laii aiiopted ia to blast out a i)orlion of 
the side of the dill' which overhangs the 
river, so aa to allow ol the trail being cut 
around the steep bluff, and if successful 
a very diflicult climb of several miles 
will be saved.

Allan Jones Secures a Cauadinii 
Eecord— Provincial Marks 
Come Tumbliiig. 



Amateurs Display True Svortsmau- 
sliip— Aa Open Mile 
iu 2:00 1-5. 



Upwards of one thousand people and 
one energetic foz terrier witnessed tlie 
ijicycle races at Oalc Bay yesterday, and 
incidentally saw five new records estab 
liahed for the province and one for the 
Dominioa. The track was fast and hard 
aa a rock ; the rain threiteued but did 
not perform ; and, barring au unfortun- 
ate series of Bpilla and waits, all prom 
ises made by the wheelmen ■were abun- 
diatly redeemed. 

The etsr ultraction of the meet waa of 
course the " little domou " of San Jose, 
Otto Ziegler, winner of the American 
chiuupioualiip two years ago in the fast- 
est time it lias yet been captared in. His 
^vouJc■r[lll sprint ])roved ijuite aa tellint; 
as it haa eldewliere, and ttiioui(houl tlio 
day lie was undoubtedly the lion. 

To followers of tlie racing ;;imio and 
uninitiateil apectatore hia linisliinK speed 
ia e(|iially inarvelloiia. He is, nevertlio- 
lesa, iu a measure ilisajjpointinu;, for lie 
is undoubtedly erratic in hisridini;. If 
lie liaa Kood position for the sprint, lie 
will come up like a Ihish of lightning. If 
he ia not well placed on rouiidiiif; into the 
Stretch for home ho ia jiiat aa liable aa 
not to then and there concede tiie race 
as lost, iie is beyond a doubt a vvonder- 
ful rider, but he is, uevertheless, not to 
be depended upon to fighl a race to the 
last inch if it ia uot already niortganeil 
to hiin. 

Yesterday's races were not a " pick 
up" for the San Jose wonder by any 
manner of laeaus. Allan Jones boat 
him out in the final of the third, at the 
saau; time eatabliebing a new record at 
the distance for C.iiuula, And George 
Sharick won the two mile handicap 
from the Ho yard mark, altlioush the 
chief contest in this race was not for 
place but for safety, a geueral sinasli 
inarrins what promised to be the most 
magnificent nice of the day. 

Jc was this spill and one or two others, 
with unavoidable but none the leas vex- 
atious waits, that cast a damper on the 
afternoon's sport. Of course the iower- 
ing clonda iiad made the attendance lim- 
ited, and the blueness of the promoters 
of the meet in consequence may have 
been contagious. On about the tenth 
race on the card the proceedings were 
in fact dragging very wearily. And it 
was jiiat about this "time that that lit- 
tle white clog appeared on tlie scene 
to drive ennui from the grand stand and 
become chief actor in the moat heartily 
appreciated evunt of the afternoon . 

Juat how many dozen men and boys 
joined in the pursuit of that hapless but 
energetic pup will never be recorded. 
They might have been ciiasing him yet 
had not the owner at last appeared, lint 
the doe sami the races from inonotouy 
at a critical time, and no competitor of 
the day isimore deserving of lioaorable 
mention. 



THE PllOFKSSlONAL EYEITTS. 

An Uncommonly Large Entry Wttb Good 
Men From Hear and Far. 

With twelve hiKh dasB proa, to malce 

the sport, the races in this class could 
hardly escape being interesting. With 
Jones, Ziegler, and one or two others of 
that izratle to make liie runuiuu, they 
naturally had to be fast. 

First there was the one-third mile, in 
which Joiiea eventually captured the 
Canadian record. Six men ran in a 
neat, ai;d hall ttie number (jualified. 
The opening trial reaultcd in a 
line battle for jdace between .Jones 
and Vaughan, the former winning out 
with Whitman in third potition. Zie;;- 
ler made his first appearance in British 
Columbia in the secoud heat, of which 
hia brilliant finish was the feature. 
Downing flnishcd second and Eddie 
Allen third. The final was fast but not 
especially noteworthy until the bunch 
rounded into the homestretch. Then 
Jones was seen to shoot for honae like a 
rocket vNhile /u-gler lost grouml by run- 
ning around and couiiiig home on the 
outside, in bad posiliun for the drive. 
Tlie little demon cUiiuied to have been 
the victim of unfair tearu work, but 
there was nothing in .loiiea' riiling to 
justify a euspicioa uf crookedneaa and his 
victory stood sustaineil. 

George Sharick and Hardy Downing 
paced the trials in the open niile, which 
were chielly remarkable for a bad spill 
in the first that cost Jones a place, and 
for Donntng's last and steady pacing in 
the second. For tbe final, Slaver and 
i'hl'ord went up to pace and a pretty 
fight for the tandem ended in Downiiiji 
winning the machine with Xiegler at 
hia wheel. They held their position 
until the pacer was dropped, when the 
Han Joae wonder beat the youngster out, 
iu the record time of 2.01! 1-5. 

The two luile liandicnp ^ave proniiBc 
(jf a magnilicent race, but ended tlifias- 
trouely. Ziegler from acrabdi .soon 
caught the nearest partiea toliiiii. Ai 
the same time tlie middle distance stari- 
crs (Illicitly overhauled the limit men. 
They rode for a lap or two iu two 
bunchea, the foremost being paced eo 
slowly that it looked as though some 
fifth line from tbe editorial caption "The 
one was holding the company back for 
the llyera to catch. Thia they soon 
did, and all went well in funeral time 
until Vanglian in sorting out posi- 
tion touched another wheel, and in a 
nioineiit seven riders had been Ijronglit 
down, Jones — unlucky No. Ki — again 
among the lalleii. The race at tliiastage 
became a struggle to keep up, and so the 
finish was tame beyond comparlsou.

0£ the novice race very little can be 
said. Ilumber had not only his junior 
rival Bradley outclassed,, but the road 
clin,nipion Campbell as well. It waa 
number's race from the piatol shot, and 
he won practically as he pleased, with 
Campbell second, in 2 2-0. 

As soon as ho had recovered hia wind 
tlumber found himself behind I'rneat 
Bradley on the two-seater, they having 
been pressed into service at the last mo- 
ment to pace tbe amateur two-thirds. 
Either they were started too far ahead of 
the bunch, or the latter were afraid of 
them and made no very strenuous ef- 
forts to tack on— in any event the tan- 
dem failed to assist the riders, although 
it gave just about as lively a pace as one 
would want ,to follow. 

The quintette of racers paid no atten- 
tion to the ])aciiig imichine, but left to 
themaelvea iiunle aa pretty a race ten 
yards behind aa could be aaked for.

In tbe mile, Cotter, the Taconia boy, 
captured the honors with the prettiest 
steal and the longest sprint of the day 
The same five were riding this time uu 
paced, and were just commencing to 
play for position as they entered the 
back stretch for the last time. No one 
looked for the liuieliing to commence eo 
soon — neither riders nor spectators 
That waa where Colter fooled them. It 
waa all done before tbo otliera in the 
race caught on. There waa a black 
bundle passed up on wings on the out- 
side of the track, and neither Wing, 
Shipp, Mott nor Chrifitopher thought of 
tacking on until the Tacoma lad had got 
bevond their reach. 

then it all l)L'caine a guess as to 
whether Cotter could hold hia spurt— 
which meant top speed for a full fifth of 
a mile if it waa to count— or the pursu- 
ing company would catch him. He held 
the sprint as long aa it was required to 
give him lirst, and the best that Shipp 
luid Mott could net was second and third 
respectively. Wing and Christopher fin- 
i heti on equal terms. 

In the live-mile event the tandem was 
cdleil lor, but no team was available 
Tae manauers of the meet were stiort of 
pacemakers, and again the volunteers 
were told oli to man the double machine 
While they were debating their capabil 
icy Wing, Cotter and Mott came forward 
See here," tliey said, " we don't 
w.int to give your people hippodrome 
riding. We're here to race, and you 
don't need to put in pace to keep us 
from loafing.

Wing 
was the winner, with Mott second and 
Cotter third, while the time was thirteen 
minutes flat— just eighteen even seconds 
belter than the best previous record for 
the distance, and that previous record 
paci>d. 

The last event in which the amateurs 
were seen was an extra — an extiibition 
half by Molt, with Cotter and Shipp on 
the tandem to uiake the running. In 
this ride all three Bhovviid wonderful 
speed and steadineaa, as a result of 
which Mott is now the half-mile

ALBEllNl ALL RMT. 



Presitlent Hayward of the Consoli- 
dated Alberui Returns From 
•'the Mine.^ ' ' 



The New (ioveninient Road Just 
Opened— A Mammoth Speci- 
men of Oi'e. 



Mr. Charles Hayward, president of the 
Alberni Consolidated mines, returned 
from a visit to the company's properties 

last night. 

Mr. Hayward said ho had never re- 
turned from a mining trip feeling so 
much encouraged as he did last night 
and from the reports made, the samples 
of ore shown, and the general pleased 
demeanor which the gentleman 
himself bore, hia assertion was 
easy of belief. Consolidated Al 
berui is all ri->rht"said Mr. Hayward, 
and in coiiUrmatiori of the remark pro- 
ceeded to show a sample of ore which ho 
jocularly referred to as his " baby " and 
which, weighing more pouuds than one 
would care to have to pack any distance, 
fairly sparkled with the yellow metal. 
.Mr. Hayward visited the mines for the 
especial purpose of seeing wliat 
has been, and what is being 
done, and to satisfy himself that the re- 
ports received: within the last few weeks 
conveyed a fair general expression of 
the facts. The work is being proceeded 
with systematically and the showing is 
excellent. The Alberni vein has 
been traced for a distance of 
over two thousand feet, a abaft 
is now heine sunk on the Chicago chiiin, 
upon which a uang of men are working 
day and night, and a five-toot vein with 
a iiiiieteen-inch pay streak baa been dia- 
cloaiid. .Mr. Hayward is not given to 
making e.xaiigerated cHimatus — his ex- 
perience precludes the posaibility of 
liis erring in that direction— and when 
he said last night that an avern<je 
result of ^2U0 per ton would be obtained 
from the ore, one waa inclined to think 
he waa erring rather on the side of an 
uiideratatenient of the case than other- 
wise. At any rate judging from the 
exoccilingly rich sample seen by the 
reporter, and which undonbtedly has 
been broken oU' of a vein much wider 
than the sample itself. Of this ore fifty 
tona are now on the duni|) and will be 
aent to the \'ictoria Metallurgical worka 
for treatment. 

Thi^ Alberni vein liaa also been traced 
into the property known aa the " .Miaa- 
iiig Link," and at a point one hundred 
and forty feet from the upper end of the 
Alberni claim a rich atrike has been 
made. On her next visit to the West 
Coast the \Villapa will receive a trial 
shipment of 14 tons of ore mined at this 
point, wiiich will also be treated at the 
.Metallurgical Works, and the results aire 
awaited with confidence. 

In addition to the work now being 
done on tbe Alberni Consolidated, a con- 
tract has been made for running, the 
north drift a distance of fifty feet, and 
tenders are about to be invited for haul- 
ing the ore. Mr. Hayward is loud in his 
nraisea of the new government road 
from the' Alberni Canal to the foot 
of Mineral Hill, a diatanco of 
eleven and a half miles, which 
he says is a really good piece of roiui- 
making, although now much in need of 
being gravelled. This will, no doubt, 
soon be attended to; indeed, says .Mr. 
Hayward, it must be, or the good work 
done will be iu danger of being 
very considerably damaged. The re- 
ports which English experts have made 
to their principals upon the Alberni 
properties are bearing good fruit, 
as shown by tbe decision of Mr. B. E. 
Newton, a well-known capitalist from 
London, to proceed with the develop- 
ment of the 'jiolden I'agle. " And," says 
.Mr. Hayward, " the indications are be- 
yond all iiuestiun that Alberni will bo 
proved, within ttio next lew months, to 
bo one of the most important mineral 
producing diatricts even in Britiali Co- 
lumbia, a iirovince, the fame of which as 
a field for investment, is now world- 
wide."

RIDE CUaiNG THE ,.GiytL yvAii. 

Cut a Man's Head Off Wltli a Sabciv-Bodo 
Two Hundred Miles In Etcliteen Houra. 
Other lustaaces of Decapltatioa In Bat- 
tle. 

It i.f claimed l!y authorities on tlic nrt 
:'>' war tliat tlui groatuKt blow of tlm 
riinpaigu between Circeco aud Turkey 
was .struck by Cokiurl Jilnhniouil licy, 
who witli one swift stroko of hi.s kwokI 
coniplttely severed a Uroek officer's 
head from his body. These some aathor- 
itie.s generously admit that this trick 
may have been quite common iu uucieiit 
iiines, when .stalwart men SAVUiig houvy 
hiittleaxcs, but they agree that it is 
[irticticall; mikuown iu modera war- 
fare. 

ni.=tory i.s! silent on tho pnbject. Thoro 
is hot a iiletlinra of literature bnariu;.; 
nil its aecomplislimont. Tho orip;iniil ol 
all such stories is, of course, "Tlic Ad- 
ventures of .Tack the Giant Killer," 
which, fur obvious reasons, doos not 
help the .subject. Scott describes a sim- 
ilar cpisoilo in "The Talisman," but 
the best decapitation story, from an 
arti.stic point of view, is found iu tho 
memoirs of Captain Johu Smith. Tho 
doughty captaiu voQches for tlio veracity 
of tho details, though that ia uo good 
rea.soii wliy we shuulil uut use tlio cus- 
touKuy pinch of salt. According to his 
truthful chronicle, hcovercai^ie in tour- 
nament t';e three champions of tho 
Turki.sh ;;rniy, decapitating each one 
with a single blow of his heavy sword. 

A writer who is evidently iaformed 
on tho Kubject claims that Mahmond 
I3cy conkl not have accomplished the 
feat of decapitation with aa ordinary 
saber and asserts that tho Turk's yata- 
ghan was "loaded" with qnlcksilTor. 
Tho yataghan, ho explains, is a short 
sword, shaped something like a butc;bpr'.s 
cleaver, with an a]ipareutly liolkiw tube 
running along tho back from hilt to 
point. This tubo carries a charge ol 
(|uieksilvor. When the sword is laid up- 
right, thi.s qnieksilver rost.s :it the liilt. 
As a blow i.-i utruck tho liijuid metal ia 
liurled down the grooved ehannel, lend- 
ing deadly additional weight to the 
blow. 

Tho assertion made that this is the 
-^^iile instance of its kind in .the history 
(if 100 j-ears is not borne out facta. 
Tliu same feat was performed during 
tho civil war, not with a "loaded" yata- 
ghan, bat with uu ordinary United 
States army subcr. Tho nian%v'ho'wicld- 
od tho sword in this episode. Colonel E. 
Bless Parsons, died recently in Roches- 
ter. (;nloiiel Par.^oiis was one of the 
weiiltbie.st a;id best known men in New 
York state, and though ho had never 
n lated the .story the details wcio found 
among his private papers after his death. 
Tho incident was illustrated and de- 
scribed in Harper's Weekly at the time. 

It was in Ifjli-l. Colonel I'artons, who 
was ntitod as a horseman, was attached 
111 General Sheridan '.s staff. While rcc- 
(iiitioiterinp; one day with a squad of 
ti copers undor General Davis they were 
.-■iirprised Ly u detachment of Confeder- 
ate cavtilry. A pitched battle ensued, 
and l-';'.::.:;nR, wlio was in tho rear, saw 
a rebel oflieer level a revolvc,r at Gen- 
eral D..vi.s' l.Tiiul. Jabbing tho spnr'.s in- 
to his horse, ho swung his saber above 
hi.4 head, and, dashing by just as the 
ofllcer fired, lio mado a torrilic full 
arm sweep. The Confederate's heail 
leaped from tho shoulders its swiftlj' as 
if it had been severed by a guillotine. 
Tho feat is more remarkable when it is 
considered that Parsons was a slim, 
li(\irdl-'.ss follow of 21. In comparison 
.Maliuioud liey's single Kla.sli With liis 
yataghan loses nineh of its iniiiortaiieo, 

t'uloiicl Paisdii.s M'as brevetted gener- 
al for distinguished services (luring tho 
war, but characteristic modesty forbado 
ilio use of that title when he returned 
111 civilian life. Not only did ho per- 
form the only authentic feat of deeajii- 
lation during the civil war, but ho v,-as 
tbeheroof a remarkable ride. A few 

..ys before the battle of Gettysburg 
., as fought General Meado had an iiu- 
[Kulant inessago to send to (-ioueral 
Harding, 100 miles distant. As the 
ri.iito was tlirough a country .'■■wanii iiig 
.villi rebels, the message was written 
111 tissue ]iapcr, that it uiigiit bo swaP 
lowed in case tho carrier was captured. 
I'he commander was in doubt reguidiiig 
a siiitablo messenger. lie sunimoiied 
iiiiicriil Davis to lieadtinarters. 

''(ieiicral, who is the hardest rider, 
lis well as tho most trustworthy man, in 
;iie service?" asked Meade. 

"Colonel Parsons, sir," was the 
r.rnnipt reply. 

"."send liiia to mo at once." 

It was o'clock on a Monday niglil 
when General Meado gave the young 
efiicer his iustructions. Ho was to ride 
v.ith all haste to General fiurding't 
III adiiuartcrs and return atonoowith 
an answei'. 

The ines.'-eiiger retired. Two hnudred 
miles were to bo covered. Tho roads 
'.vi ic heavy, and they led • througb the 
ciiciny 's country. 

Ivxai'ily at noon on tho followiug day 
'"iilniiil Parsons entered tieiifial 
.Mi ade's tent. Tlio hitter's face grew 
^iurplo with rage, anil ho ripped out a 
.-triug of oaths. 

"Is this tho way you obey orders?" 
he thundered. "Wliat are you hanging 
around camp for? You ought to bo with 
'-uueral Harding by this time." 

"I have just returned from General 
Harding, sir. " 

"You lio 1" exclaimed thotxasporated 
general. 

Par.son's face paled, and ho dug tho 
nails in his hands to restrain liiDiself. 
■ '(ienoral Meado, " he said in a voice 
thiit ill concealed his anger, "if you 
jwere not xfxy comiuanding olHccr, I 
would knock you down for that insult. " 

Without tho formality of a sahito he 
liirnod on his heel and loft th (5 tent. 
iMeado afterward made an ampla apol- 
ogy. 

': Colonel Parsons killed two horses ond 
went himself without n particle of food. 
For IR hours ho was not out of the sod* 
ile.— Chiouso Timea-Herald.

Cttrlous Hits norn of IliN FaeBtty Far 
Itendlng Faces, 

"I dnii't v>-;i:it people to Ino'; at 
pieturcs and say how beautilul the dr.v- 
pery is.

On another occasion, while dining 
with tho Dnko of Northumberland, his 
host privily cidled his attention to a 
gcntleinau and asked the p;iinter if lie 
knew liim. Stuart had never seen him 
before. 

"Tell me what sort of a man he ia" 
"I may speak frankly?" 
"By all means." 

"Well, if tho Almighty ever wrote a 
legible hand ho is tho greatest rascal 
that ever disgraced soolnty. " 

It appeared that tho man was an at- 
torney who had been detected iu sundry 
dishonorable acts. 

Stuart's daughter tells a pretty story 
of her father's garret, where miiny of 
his uiifmish'.Hl pictures were stored: 

"The garret was my playground, and 
a beautiful sketch of Mme. Bonaparte 
was the idol that I worshiped. At last 
I got po.ssession of colors and an old 
panel and fell to work copying tho pic- 
ture. Suddenly I heard a frightful roar- 
ing sound. Tho kitchen chimnoy was on 
firo. Presently my father appeared, to 
300 if the firo was likely to do any dam- 
age, lie saw that I looked very foolish 
at; being caught at such presumptuous 
employment and pretended not to see 
me. 13 nt presently ho could not resist 
looking over my shoulder.

Seen and Chased by Indiana and Qosten, 
but Xever Caajrht. 

Dnrinn the su.ninier of 1S75 bands ot 
[_(liaiis li tuniing from a hunt far out 
ou tho plains brought in fitorie.s of hav- 
ing Koeii at different times and in ditfer- 
ent places, and always in tiie center of 
u large herd, a white buffalo. They had 
used their bejt horses iu the effort to 
overtake it to no purposa, never being 
able to get iiiiy wlioro near the nniuial. 
iV-t lirst we did not pay much attentiou 
to tiicse stories, but sti!l it kept crop- 
liing up from dill'erent camps, and at! 
hist:, iu tho fall of 1875, I myself bad -a 
chauco to verify tho truth of the report. 
I had been sent on duty north along the 
Red Deer river and was camped near a 
l:irgo baud of Blackfeot, who were hunt- 
ing Koutli of that river. The buU'aloea hail 
lunved north iu vast numbers, and tho 
(irairie was blaok with them. 

I hud gone ont one morning with a 
ptiity of Bliickfcet to seo ouo of their 
bunts, and al.so to try and kill for my- 
«elf. My horse v>':is a good ouo aud much 
faster than any belonging to thn Indian 
liunter.s. I laid got detuclied from tlio 
party, beeouiiiig tired of the slaughter, 
and must have been at least 30 miles 
fiom camp, whou I mado for a small 
oluuip of tinihir not far olT, intending 
to build a lire aud roast a portion of 
some buffalo meat I had ou the saddle 
with me. As ] approached the wood a 
baud of abont 100 animals burst ont of 
tho brusli anil luudo oir tu the south, 
und, yes, most certaiuly, iu tho niiddlo 
of them Wits a whito buffalo. Although 
they were a (piartGr of a mile away, 
there could bo no mistake about it. Ho 
wii.s there as large as life and quite 
white and ranning like a deer. There 
was uo time to ranch more than take in 
the Bccne, but I gathered up the reins 
und was after liiui, determined to bag 
thtit buffalo or kill my horse. 

Oh, what a race it was, mile after 
mile! And, although all the band, with 
the psceptiou of about a dozen, had 
split off and gone in different direc;- 
tioiis, tho white animal, with his body- 
guard of about a dozen kept at about 
tho .same distance ahead. I could oatch 
a glimpse of him now and then, and 
there was no donbt he was snow whito. 
Get within shot I could not for many 
milcR. At last tliey began to tiro, iind, 
although my horso tired also, I had 
good hopes of coming up aud getting a 
shot. Alas, for snch a chancel Of a 
sadden my horse Inrohed forward on 
his uosv, sendinp; me over his head on to 
tlio prairie and turning a soiuorsiuilt 
himself, niissiiif:; me bj- only a few feet. 
He had put his foot into it badger hole 
aud brought my hopes of a %vhito robe 
to a sudden end.

When a vessel is mnuing free — that is, 
with the wind dead astern — she .must 
leave a straight w.iko, or sho is not run- 
ning a straight cour.se.

According to news brought to the 
Sound by some of the Northern steamers 
the little schoooer Selma, which a few 
years ago was the baby of the sealing 
Qeet, is now a prisoner at St. Michael's 
without a claimant or owner of any kind 
save a few eustoras oflicers. Early last 
spring tlie Selma fitted out in Victoria 
on an extensive trading tour which 
would take her to the mouth of the Mc- 
Keneie river among the whaling fleet 
there gathering. Her crew consisted cf 
Peter Ueleon, captain ; Chris I,ee, mate; 
John Lundquist and A, Washburg, 
sailors. John Lundquist was owner of 
the vesaeli and the fact of his being one of 
the crew accounts for the silence that has 
long reigned over tlie schooner's move- 
ments. Lundquist only purchased tho 
schooner a ehort time prior to his leav- 
ing here for the North, and having been 
at St, MichaLd'a just in time to see the 
tons of Hold come down on the river 
boats and reabipped for Southern porta, 
it is not aurprisinc that ho should be 
stricken ■with Klondyke lover, for it 
seeniB that not only he, but the entire 
crew of the vossel, forsook thoSolma and 
struck for the upjier Yukon mines, ifis 
trim little schooner, it is said, dropped 
anclior at St. Michael's on tho 25th ol 
July and was boarded by George Dunn, 
the deputy collector at that port, who 
demanded to be shown her papers. 
These were produced, and showed 
that the schooner had cleared 
from Victoria on March 30 for the Mc- 
Keozie river, for the purpose of trading. 
But St. Michaels being a loreisn port 
the veBsd'fl presence at once demanded 
an explanation, which Captain Anders 
promptly sought. He was informed 
that the Solina wag forced to return by 
tho ico in the Arctic, which prevented 
her reaching: the McKenzie river. 
The Selran, it further is stated, was tlien 
eiven twelve hours to clear out of port, 
but shortly afterwards one 0/ the Yukon 
Bteamerg bound up stream left St. 
Michaels, and the captain and crew of 
the little schooner having better faith in 
the prospects that awaited them on the 
Klondyke than in the further prosecu- 
tion of their trading expedition 
took passage, leaving the vessel to look 
out for herself, Capt. Anders now had 
the craft to himself and he is in a quan- 
dary what to do with her. After seizing 
the vessel, it is stated, that he had been 
engaged in trading among tho Aleutian 
islands and along the Alaskan coast. 
The Selma since she was built three 
years ago Ijy Capt. Jones has had a 
very eventful career. At Sitka on her 
maiden voyage lier owner and buildtr 
died of consumption. Next year she waa 
sei/.ed while engngeti as a sealer and 
this year she has aiiain fallen into the 
hands of the United States authorities. 
She is a small vessel of 25 tons register.

After general repairs the American 
bark Olympic was liinnched from the 
Eequimalt marine rnilroad yesterday. 
She at once proceeded to Dei)arture Hay 
in tow of the Lome, to load coal for San 
Francisco, after the delivery of which 
cargo, it is saiil.she returns to the Sound 
to load spars for Boston.

TEXAD.A'S MINES. 

What is Being Done to Open Up tlie Gold 
Properties. 

News from Texada Island is to the 
eflfeot that a number of the mines and 
mineral claims in that undoubtedly rich 
segtion ol the province ure in course of 
active developmenta 

Starting at.what ia kAenn as the Iron 
Mine, a force of men under Mr, H. H. 
Lee, who was foreman of this mine some 
years ago, have been exploring below 
the Iron bed and at a depth of less than 
20 feet have Btrucl^ ore of a line peacock 
hue, similar to that seen at the Van 
Anda workings. This ia considered a 
valuable discovery and the probabilities 
are that it will prove so. 

The Victoria-Texada Company, com- 
mencing a foot or two above high-water 
mark, have driven a tunnel, C feet by 3 
feet, a distance of 180 feet: in rock which 
looks well, and vrhich is said to carry 
gold, silver and copper. As the moutli 
of the tunnel is right ata sliipping point 
no outside transportation of mineral pro- 
duced at this openinn is needed. 

At the Surprise shaft, which is down 
about 200 feet, operations are being ener- 
gtitically carried on by a Comox com- 
pany. Some very good looking ore is 
being raised. The lode is followed right 
from the surface and yields gold, silver 
and copper. Work here shows that the 
owners have much faith in their prop- 
erty, and juat now things proniiee that 
they will bo plentifully rewarded, as they 
deserve to be, for the perseverance and 
courage they have displayed. 

The Silver Tip is another promising 
shaft, where sixteen men are employed. 
It is down 120 feet and is on a lode con- 
taining galena and silver. Researches 
here promise well. The proprietors seem 
determined to thoroughly examine the 
ground judging by the number of men 
ongaiied in sinking, etc. 

A very good showing has been madeat 
the Victoria, owned by Mr. A. Raper et 
al. Shaft down about 130 feet, drift 
therefrom 40 feet, The ore is reported a 
good grade, and its nppeaiance would 
seem to conQrm all that is said about it. 
A considerable (innntity ia sacked ready 
for further shipments. Mr, I^aper, whose 
local knowledge of Texada is well nigh 
unto perfect, has unbounded conlidence 
in the value of hia own section, as well 
as in tho great mineral wealth of the 
island generalb". 

The Nutcracker has turned out some 
precious looking rock, holding gold and 
silver. This property is owned by Na- 
naimoites who are satisfied they have a 
good thing, 

The Lorindale, near the Nutcracker, 
showed quite a quantity of free gold. A 
thorough development of these claims ia 
needed to fully demonstrate their worth. 
Want of capital doubtless prevents the 
regular working of many places which 
have disclosed excellent prospects. Do:',- 
ena of claims in various parts ol tho Is- 
land are under examination. The Black 
Prince, near the N. K. point, is bidding 
fair to be a line mine. Otlier claims in 
the same vicinity have surface indica- 
tions which would lead tho miner to ex- 
pect large bodies of ore as the veins are 
followed. 

The Van Anda, under the snperin- 
tendence of Mr. Ralph Blewett, is by far 
the most e.'cteasive mine on the island. 
With Bteam-hoisting gear and a good I 
(luantityoi fine rich looking ore at the 
pithead, and considerable of the leacl 
cut into and opened out underground, it 
strikes one as being a working that may 
prove a rich source of wealth. Following 
in the wake of tho Van Anda ia the 
Raven, superintended by Mr. W, M. 
Blewitt. Steam-winding apparatus has 
recently been set up at this place where 
the drift is down ]~'5 feet, disclosing rock 
similar to that produced at the Van An- 
da, These two mines are well situated 
and possess advantages of no little con- 
sideration, such as being only a short 
distance from the seaboard and situated 
at an elevation from which easy facili- 
ties for deliveriuK ore are alTorded. The 
ore ledge at the Raven shaft can be reail - 
ily traced on the surface for some dis- 
tance eastwardly, and those who have 
recorded claims on that ledge may look 
nt.on themselves as fortunate, — Nanaimo 
Free Press.

A letter Fi-oiii a Victorian Telling- 
How He Fares iii the 
Hills. 



The following interesting extractg are 
from a letter received from Thryworth 
Harrop, one of tho several tramway em- 
ployes who left here for the upper Yu- 
kon some weeks i^;o;, : 

" We have made good progress so far. 
Two of our liorsea are no good, being 
played out. Kingsley'a is nearly dead 
from the soro he bad on his shoulder, 
and Noruian'a fell over a bluff and 
bruised itself inwardly so it cannot work ; 
mine is the only one left. Johnston tried 
tobuy one; he oBered $800 for it, but 
the oiler was refused. He thinks when 
the steamer comes in be will be able to 
get one cheaper, as the duty is ;fO per 
cent, on every horse, and some of the 
men have not money enough to pay for 
any new arrivals. It is so hard on 
liorses; five were killed yesterday. 
I lielpcd to throw two over tho blufl'a 
within half an hour, so yon can guess 
what kind of a trail this ia. We are over 
tho worst of it now — that is the n:uddy 
part; but if it rains it will be impassable, 
llio water from the streams makes it so 
muddy. There are over 800 horses going 
over every day cutting it up badly, in 
some places the lioraes sink down to 
their bellies, and in others if a horse 
slips he will go about 500 feet down the 
mountain into the river. It rained last 
night and the trail was awful. We have 
had fine weather since I came, but the 
four of us cannot get to the lake in six 
months with one horse, so hope John- 
son will get a horse soon. In any 
case, I am afraid we will not 
get in by water. I think we will 
be frozen in and have to go down in 
sleighs. Don't Tvorry about ine, I will 
get into that country or die in the at- 
tem|)t. I don't turn back now I have 
8t.arted, but it wants an iron heart. Lots 
of big strong men are turning back. 
They worked themaelves nearly to death 
over tho worst part of the trail, and had 
not strength to go any faitUTer. It ia a 
fine country tip liere, but it takes the 
lleah oil" a lello w p'tcking a sack of flour 
up those hilla. The sweat runs off one 
in atreams. The fellows don't get the 
right kind of grub to do such hard work. 
I aaw Willie Tolmie, and he looks 
mighty tiiin since be came. Last Sun- 
day we had grouse fried and huckle- 
berry pie for high living, Kings- 
ley ia a good cook. Grouse and 
prairie chicken can be killed with 
stick, they're so numerous. I saw a bi 
brown bear tho other day coming dow 
the aide of a hill. We didn't speak as 
we passed by, as I liad not m'y rifle. 
There are lota of them around now after 
the berries. I hel])ed to ])ull theyoun 
fellow, who was drowned, out of tl, 
Skngway river; it took six of ua as th 
current waa so strong. It ia wonderful 
tliat more have not been drowned be 
cause tliere was only a log to cross on 
and if they fell in "they couldn't get 
loose from their packs and the cur 
rent would take them under. We had 
to swim our goods over on the horses 
hacks and an awful time we had 
There is a bridge now. I met Cox on 
the trail yesterday. He gave me l\v 
letters from Victoria. I buve been 

svritini: this letter for three days oil' 

on. When I eat in camp I am so tired 
I can't think of anything but sleej), so 
have written this in eectiona. 

If you come up in tho spring, what- 
ever you do don't come by Skagway or 
Dyea, for it will be absolutely impossibh 
to get over the trail if they don't fix it 
It is in a frightful condition now.
